Fred Bastian, and the Pasture 
and Legume Committee, George 
C. Young, Each of these 
dis­ 
cussions were 
educational and 


showed that the farmers knew 
what they were doing O. Ray 
Brown, County Supervisor, lead 
the discussion on charts, which

The Dairy Chart showed that 
the average production per cow 
in 1946 was 557 vallons, where 
the average production in 1949 
wa* 907 gallons per cow and 
342 pounds butter fat produced 
per cow. 
The 
dairymen 
had 
milked on an average 
of 
19 
cows. 
This production is not taking 
into 
consideration 
the 
milk 
used in the home and on the 
farm. 
This reflects a great increase 
in production which is due to 
better feeding 
and 
breeding 
practices. All the Borrowers are 
using pure-bred sires and have 
been for some time. The daugh­ 
ters of these sires are producing 
more milk than their dams. 
The dairymen are very proud 


of their accomplishments, es­ 
pecially in view of the fact that 
the average butter fat per cow 
in Wise County, including 
all 
dairymen, is 160 pounds.
